Mra. Marah In Prlson -She Haowas Nothing of |

Her Unildren’s Death,

Mra. Marsh, the woman who out the throata
of ler four children In Baltimore last Thura-
day, seema now to be entirely igoorant of her
terribleacts, Bhe sits quietly in hor prison cell,
imagining it a room In a lhospital. A reporter
of the Baltimore American, deseribine o visie
to her, saye: —Great caution 18 used in speakioy
to ber, that the realities of her sltuation may
may not be brought to her miud at onge, as the
offect would certainly be to make a manlne of |
her. When the slight onts upon ber hand, made
by the knife which she used, were spokon l
of, ahe looked at them and remarked that she
did not know how they came there, but that
they troubled her. She added, “Whoen I was |
sick before, mother took care of me; but now
she I8 oo old; she ean't get up and down stairs,
and they had to bring me 1o the hospital.” A
few moments afterwards she sald suddenly: —
“‘Father has been to gee me; he promised to
bring the children here, and 1 wish he would do
it; 1 don't ¢are so much about the others, but I
want (o #ee my baby.” In answer to questions
about her past life, she epoke kindly of her ‘
hinsband and father. BSbe complained of o pain
inthe back of her head, aud snid that she had
hiadl It ever since she came to the hospital (jall),

The conversation on heér part was earried on
in a low but perfectly disiinct and even volce,
much in the way that any person suffering from
low spirits might speak, The Impression pro-
dnoml was that ehe has an nndefined idea of
being in trouble which she does not entirsly
comprehend or understand.  Although perfectly
gane and reasonable upon all other points, re-
membering persong and names connected with
her life, the fact cavnot be doubted that she
retains not the faintest momory of the horrible
#cene of Thursday afternoon and her part in it.
When epeaking of former efforts to separate her
children from her and place them In an orphan
asylum, her volee became quickened and
had an earnest, pathetic ring when she sald:—
*“Oh, 8ir: I love my children.” It is quite pro-
bable that she now imagines that durlog her
absence her children may be taken from her.
Further developments in this most singular case
are looked for with great interest, Mra, Marsh
haa at times been guite violent during the three
days that she has been in jall, but her disjointed
utterings s¢em to be entirely connected with her
former domestic disagreements, and referred not
at all to whe recent tragedy.

At the cloze of
the meeting she was taken to the nearest house,
where the friends remeined and sang with her
for sixty-five hours, believing that she would
s00n revive, but their energgics falled them. Dr.
Swain was called to see her. He gave hor three
electric shocks, which brenght ber to her senses
in five minutes.

Arrest of o Uhamplon Burglar,

George Ellis, the greatest burglar in the United
States, was arrested In New York yesterday by
Allan Pinkerton's detectives, chnr[]*:tatl with com-
mitting a $10,000 burglary in Wilkesbarre, Pa.
He beat Pinkerton's mén and nearly escaped,
when Officer Carnick, of the Twentieth precinet.
arrested and held on to him. On arriving at the
station hounse, Pinkerton's men presented a
requisition for him, but Captain Cafirey refused
to deliver him on it. Pinkerton's men brought
up a diﬁug sheriff and turned the prisoner over
to the sheriff. The police captain positively re-
fused to deliver him. The prisoner was last
night identified as having committed the great
#70,000 dinmond robbery from Mr. Solomon
Migel, ot No. 23 East Fifteenth street, and con-
fesses he robbed H. H. Harrison, jeweller, of
No. bi7 Brondway, of §2000 worth of dismonds.

Moerals In Idaho.

A novel reformatory enterprise Is in progress
in the Idaho Territorial Prison. The prisoners
bave formed a Bible-cluss, and spend part of
cach day in reading and commenting on the
Beriptures, and in the performance of religious
services. Two priconers, who were pardoned
in the latter part of last month, left the institu-
tion with great reluctance, as they regard its
moral atmogphere as of a far higher tone than
that of the rest of the Territory. One of the
inmates, who attempted to rob an expresa
wagon train, is now studying for the ministry,
expecting to preack the Gospel when he is set at
liberty. On the occagion of breaking ground
and beginning the foundation for the Idaho
Penitentiary, on the 2d Insiant, the citizens of
Boise City were Invited to be present at the
ceremonies; and the views of the inhabltants of
that clty upon such gubjects may be inferred
from the terms of the notice, which says:—*“A
general attendance of every age and sex is re-
quested, in order that all may view the com-
mencement of an edifice that may some day be
their home." Such a possibility is delightful to
contemplate, where life and soclety in such in-
stitutions are go far superior to thelr outside sur-
roundings.

The new constitn-
tlon hng done nothing to reconclle the yvarlons
nationalities which compose the empire; on the
contrary, they are new more violently opposed
to each other than ever, and therefore it s nod-
ding to its fall, as ench of the long line of its
predecessors did when its time was come.
